Theebau, tlie King of Bunuali, im- 
prisoned all his male relations in the 
underground prison of his palace, and 
would have murdered them long ago if 
he had not feared the })ower of Eiij;- 
hiud. As soon as he Iieard of tho du 
feat in Zululand lie amused himself 
with a massacre. The victims were 
led out of their cells in twos and threes, 
brought to ahek/io to the King, and 
then disposed of in theordinary Buddhist 
fashion. Tlie head of the victim was 
tied down to his ankles, and a blow on 
tho back of the neck from a heavy club 
put him out of pain. But this soon prov- 
ed too mild a spectacle for the liendish 
mind of .Theebau. The Fliongzal 
Prince, whoso insolent bearing English 
visitors to Mandalay will remember, on 
being brought to do reverence to his 
young brother — the King is past 
twenty-one years — profos.sod au utter 
scorn for what could bo done to him, 
and was flogged to deatL The late 
King's oldest son, the truculent Mek- 
haya Prince, wlio used to look upon all 
foreigners as so mucli dirt under his 
feet — turned craven, and was taunted 
and driven to madness before receiving 
the blow which only half stunned him, 
when his writhing body was thrown in- 
to the gigantic trench dug to receive 
the victims. The massacre was carried 
on in a leisurely fashion, extending 
over several days, liendish ingenuity 
being taxed to tho utmost to devise 
fresh horrors. J\Iouxooke, the Gov- 
ernor of Eangoon, had his nose and 
mouth filled with gunpowder, n light 
was applied, and he was then flung into 
tlie trench to be stilled by the bodies 
of succeeding victims. Tho daughter 
of N YOUNG Yan, a young girl of six- 
teen, was handed over to eight soldiers 
of the royal guard, to be pitched insen- 
sible into the same heaving grave when 
they had satisfied thoir brutal lust. 
The wife of one prince, far advanced in 
pregnancy, was ripped up, and the ag- 
onized husband was brought to see his 
wife and child once moro before lie 
died. After some days of this sort of 
thing the executioners got weary and 
hurried through tlieir task. Little 
children were put in blankets and 
swung against the walls of the palace, 
women were battered over the head, as 
taking la.ss trouble than tying them up, 
so as to get a blow on the neck, Al- 
together about ninety persons are be- 
lieved to have been put to death in this 
way. No one w as allowed to leave the 
palace while the massacre was going 
on; but it seems certain that Mr. SiiAW, 
the English Resident, was inside the 
palace walls within a very short time 
of its commencement. He had been to 
a concert given by one of tho Ministers. 
The object of this^xmi was to drown 
the cries of the victim.s. The remon- 
strance which Mr. Shaw addrcs.sed to 
the King was received with the utmost 
contempt, and he was told iu as many 
words to mind his own business — that 
Burmese domestic afiairs had notiiing 
whatever to with the British Govern- 
ment. There i.s no doubt that the 
lives of Mr. Shaw and all the English 
residents in Jdandalay arc iu very great 
danger, and tlio act of one fanatic may 
bring about a general massacre. The 
most rarious accounts prevail as to the 
forces the King has at his disposal, but 
probably he could not muster more 
than 50,000 men, and of these the ma- 
jority would be without/n-earnis of any 
description, but there is no doubt that 
the account of tlie disaster to the 
Twenty-fourtli at Rorke's Drift ha.s 
produced a profound impression, and 
the Burmans are convinced that they 
can easily repeat wliat "the ne- 
groes," for whom tliey have a consum- 
mate contempt, have done liefore 
them. To treat with Tukedau is an 
impossibility. He is now hardly ever 
sober, and his madness is becoming 
more and, more, dangerous to all about 
him. A mission will be dispatclied to 
Mandalay immediately, but whether it 
will bo in time to .save Jlr. Shaw, the 
Resident, and other British subjects in 
Mandalay, is a matter that remains to 
bo seen. Is it pos.sible tliat tho subjects 
of this dreadful tyrant will lift a hand 
to save him from the punishment he 
deserves? He ought to be ca])tured 
and exhibited all over this continent.

Bkekstechek 
from Germany sliouts, 'And let us divide 
thoir ashc.i to make ley, to make soap to 
wash ourselves clean for the first time.' 
And then Clitu.s Barbouk from Nova 
Scotia shouts 'Blood ! blood ! ! knce- 
deop 1 ! !' And Antoike Fisheu says, 
'Lot us call out tho militia forces to pro- 
tect us Americans.' And tho vilo, ignor- 
ant, unw.ashed, propertyluss, idlo, vaga- 
bond tramps, and loafers, of all tlio nation- 
alities from Scandanavia to I'ortugal, 
unite with the full forco of thoir brass- 
bound tlu'oats and acclaim thoir approval 
of these dovilish threats against me and 
my property ! And then — I won't build 
my liouso. I will koop my money. I will 
await the issue of this coiilUct. 1 will 
liold back from making a homo amid this 
wilderness of untamed foreign beasts.

He thinks 
it is an illustration of the old fable of 
"the belly and the members," and con- 
soles himself by saying at the end, "Let 
this reign of terror go on and we shall 
have a temporary panic that will in- 
jure everyone except the ricli." 

THE WAR IX "AFGHANISTAN. 



The announcement that the con- 
ference between tho representatives of 
the Viceroy of India and the chiefs of 
the native tribes of Afghanistan had 
resulted in an amicable settlement of 
the difficulty in that country seems to 
have been somewhat premature.

IVlr. Mackenzie asked tho Premier if ho

CHINESE IMMIOUATION COMMITTKE. 

Mr. F. J. Barnard was exanuned before 
the Committee. He expressed a very 
unfavorable oi)inion of the Chinese as a 
class. There were about (1,000 in British 
Columbia and he beliqved they took tho 
place of about 2,000 Anglo-Saxon families 
tliat othorwiae would find a home in that 
Province. If tho object was to produce 
labor at tho lowest possible I'ato to the 
detriment of Canadian labor, then the ob- 
ject was attained. 

Mr. Dewdney, M. P. , was examined. 
Ho stated that ho waa not in favor of un- 
restricted immigration of the Chinese, as 
they might flood tho country; but ho con- 
sidered that tho number at pre- 
sent ill British Columbia wore useful. 
They m.ide excellent domestic servants, 
and wore :i]iparently generally favored 
over the whites for this purpose. Tho 
canning factoric-s, fur instance, could not 
h.avo boon carried on without their aid. 
Thoy were very cleanly, and though they 
lived in a vory crowded manner, tho pro- 
prietors of the houses were anxious to in- 
crease the numbur occui)ving their houses 
as they tlius increased their rental. He 
thought that the presence of a few China- 
men was very bcuelicial tu the Provinen, 
but immigration of this class might bo 
overdone. Ho had seen Chinese cleaning 
the engines, itc. , in the machino shops of 
the rninn I'.icit'ic Railway Company, and 
he \v;is informed liy the foreman that they 
niado excellent workmen. Thoy could bo 
depended on, wliich was not tho case 
with the whites, who on tho first mining 
excitement would desert thoir employ- 
ments.

Mr. Rogerson. the son of a gentle- 
man of a large fortune in England, after 
receiving an excellent education, was 
sent abroad to make a grand tour. In 
this journey young Rogerson atteiulcd 
to nothing but tho various modes of 
cookery, and the methods of eating and 
drinking luxuriou.sly. Before his re- 
turn his father died, when he entered 
into the possession of a very large for- 
tune. Ho was now able to look after 
his ey)icurism, and discover where most 
exquisite dishes and bi.'st cooks were to 
bo procured. He had no serTauts, but 
men cooka Footman, butler, house- 
keeper, coachman and grooms were all 
cooks. Among those more profession- 
ally so were one from I'lorcnce, an- 
other from Vienna, and another from 
Viterbo, who was employed for the 
special purpose of dressing one particu- 
lar dish only, the "docce picante, " of 
Florence.

When he had spent a 
fortune of a hundred and fifty thousand 
pounds, and wa.s totally ruined, a 
friend gave him a guinea to keep him 
from starving; but a short time after 
wards he was found dressing an ortolan 
for himself.
